IECRO Radio Club 


IECRO Ireland Radio Club would like to congratulate all of the recently licensed 
operators this month in the United Kingdom whom were trained as a combined effort 
between itself and its sister club IECRO UK. 


Regarding Irish services, a number of tests have been carried out using the EIZ2SNG 
gateway station equipment. The latest coverage assessment involved last weeks SBC 
net participants. Each operator on the net with the exception of two were clear 59 
signals coming through to the gateway station. 


There is always room for additional improvement when it comes to gateways, 


repeaters and other such systems. Further work will be conducted over the coming 
weeks in terms of reducing line loss and implementation of 
telecommunication/network services on site. 


Concurrent development is underway on both the digital voice gateway and also the 
clubs first parrot/simplexer. Some coverage predictions for the combined linked 
network of parrot stations has been made available online via the EI4SNR QRZ 
profile page. 


The aim will be to have some of these systems on the air within the coming weeks. 
There are other services licensed to be installed including a 70cm repeater and a data 
packet BBS. As there is no mains electricity supply on-site for any of these stations, 
they will all have to be powered by environmentally friendly solar/wind, which comes 
with costs associated in terms of purchasing solar panels, power banks and charge 
control units. 


If any amateurs in the general midlands region wish to donate in some way towards 
the implementation of these services it would be greatly appreciated. Even help in 
terms of provision of skills or an additional pair of hands for a few hours some 
evening, would greatly assist in terms of bringing these services onto the air in a more 
timely fashion.

A multi-national team consisting of PASEWP, GM4FDM, PA4WM and EISIX will be 
QRV from the island of Tonga from 16th — 27th November. Callsign will be A35EU. 
They will be on all HF bands CW, SSB and RTTY with some FT8. QSL via Club Log 
OQRS. 


An expedition by members of the Russian Robinson Club will take place from 17th — 
23rd November to Seif Island in the Persian Gulf. The callsign will be EP6RRC and 
the IOTA reference is AS-189. This is the first time that this island has been activated 
so large pile-ups are expected. QSL manager is R7AL.

— 4th December. He will take part in the CQWW CW Contest on 24th — 25th 
November. QSLs go via his home call.

will be using CW only and will focus on the WARC bands. QSL via OU2I.
